State of Poiidicherry, and in supersession of the rules published with the notifica¬ 
tion of the Government of India in the Minis ry of Finance (Revenue Division) 
No, 54l-Cu3toms, dated the Hth July, 1966, Is published as recjulted by sub-scc- 
Uon (3; of that section lor the information of persons likely to be affected thereby, 
and n<)tice is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into consideration on 
Or after the 14th Oct^er, 1957. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from any person in regard 
to the sa.d draft before tne said dale wul be considered by the Central Govern¬ 
ment. 


DRAFT RULES 

1. Shorl title.—There rules may be called the Customs Duties Drawback (Radio 
Receivers) Rules, It67. 

2. Definitions.—In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires,— 

(a) "Act" means the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878); 

(b) “goods" means radio receivers of the description specified in the Sche¬ 

dule which are manufactured in India or the Sta.e of Pondicherry and 
in the manufacture of which imported materials have been used; 

(c) “imported materials" means component parts of a radio receiver and 

other materials used m the manufacture or assembly of a radio re¬ 
ceiver, imported into India or the State of Pondicherry on payment 
of customs duly. 

3. Goods In respact of which drawback may be paid.—Subject to the provisions 
of the Act and these rules, a drawback shall be allowed m respect of the im¬ 
ported materials used In the manufac.ure of the goods exported from India or 
the State of Pondicherry, or shipped as stores for use on board a ship proceed¬ 
ing to a foreign port. 

4. Rate of drawback.—The rate of drawback admissible under these ru’es on 
such exportation or shipment of the goods shall be as specified In the Schedule, 
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5. Declaration by exporter.—The exportei- Aall make a declaration on the rela¬ 
tive shipping bill that a claim for drawback under secdoa .43-B of the Act is be.nf 
made. 

8. Other documents i« be furmshed.—^The exporter shall furnish the. Custonit 
Collector with a copy of the shipment invoice or any other document giving de¬ 
tails of the description, quantity and value cf the goods to be exported 

7. Powers of Customs Collector.—For the purpose of enforcing these rules, the 
Customs Collector raa.v require the slupper or the manufacturer >jI the goods to 
produce any books of accounts or other documents relating to the proport.on and 
quantity of the imported materials used in the manufacture of the goods and the 
duty paid thereon. 

8. Aceesi) lo manufactory Th< .nanitfa-hirer ol the good' in respect of which 
8 drawback is claimed under ilu . rnli' .ball give access to every part of the 
maaulactory to any officer ol iir' f atia! C'overnmeni specially authorised in th s 
behalf by the Chief Cu.stonris Offire* or tl e Chief Customs Authcrity, to enable 
the officer so authorised to inspect Uie pr'^'vsses of manufacture and to verify 
by actual cheek or otherwise th siatern.'ut' ui.acle in support of iha claim for 
cfrawback.
